7. CONT. This application was originally abandoned on 5/21/02 for failure to provide a 
proper response to the final office action mailed on 10/9/01. The applicant submitted a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive an unintentionally abandoned application on 6/30/06.
